REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant argues that neither the Miller nor Handy references disclsoe the invention as recited in the amended claims filed 

6/1 1/10. Examiner disaqress. Applicant argues that both the Miller and Handy references are drawn to methods that are different 
in scope from Applicant's claimed invention. Although Examiner acknowledges the fact that overall scope of the Miller and Handy 
inventions may be different. Examiner points out that both of these references do teach that their methods can also comprise a 
step of ablating tissue (see Final Office Action). Thus, given that (among many other steps) the methods of Miller and Handy 
disclose ablating tissue, it is the Examiner's position that both these references do in fact teach a 'method for ablating tissue.' 
Furthermore, even though Applicant has amended claim 34 to read 'altering said tissue at the site of interest thebv ablating the 
tissue' -- there is no limitation which specifies what is used or how the tissue is ablated. Specifically, Examiner points out that the 
claim does not provide any limitation which would require the recited applicator to be the means of altering the tissue. Thus, as 
the claim currently stands, there is nothing which would prevent the claimed method employing separate devices - one of which 
would comprise the 'applicator' and the other being used to 'alter' the tissue.
